LONDON, Aug. 14.—Eamon de Valera, 
the Irish Republican leader, has” re- 
jected the offer of dominion status for 
Ireland, made in the peace proposals of 
the British Government last month, and 
has reiterated his insistence inde- 
pendence for his country. 

This became known today when the 
Government made public the text of the 
de Valera-Lloyd George correspondence, 
including the reply of the Premier yes- 
terday to de Valera, declaring that the 
secession of Ireland could not be per- 
mitted hnd that foreign arbitration of 
Irish questions was not acceptable. 

The British Government’s offer to Ire- 
land consisted of dominion status, au- 
tonomy in taxation and finance, with her 
own courts of law and Judges, army for 
home defense, constabulary and police, 
postal services and all matters concern- 
ing education, agriculture, mines, for- 
estry, labor, transport, trade, public 
health, health insurance and liquor 
trade. 

The British Government laid down 
these conditions. The Royal Navy alone 
was to control the seas around Ireland, 
and Great Britain would raise Irish Ter- 
ritorials to conform in respect of num- 
bers to the military establishments of 
other parts of these islands. Voluntary 
recruiting would be allowed in Ireland 
for the Imperial Army, Navy and Air 
No protective duties would be 
adopted, and Ireland would assume re- 
sponsibility for her share of the United 
Kingdom debt. 

De Valera’s answer began by saying: 

“* On the occasion of our last interview 
I gave it as my judgment that the Dail 
Wireann could not and that the Irish 
Leople would not accept the proposals 
| of your Government as set forth in the 
| draft of July 20, which you had pre- 
| sented to me.. Having consulted my col- 
leagues and with them given these pro- 
pésals most earnest consideration I now 
confirm that judgment.’’ 

In his reply de Valera contends that 
the British stipulations set aside the 
principle of self-determination and that 
‘‘Treland’s right to choose for herself 
the path she shall take ’’ will not be sur- 
rendered. He offers to submit the Ulster 
question to external arbitration if no* 
reconciliation can be effected, and con- 
cludes: 

‘The road to peace and understanding 
lies open.’’ 

To this Lloyd George replied that no 
British Government could compromise 
on the claim of the right of Ireland to 
secede. , Nor ‘could the Government, he 
added, agree to refer the Ulster ques- 
tion to foreign arbitration. 

The question is being asked tonight 
whether this exchange cleses negotia~ 
tions. In official quarters it is believed 
not; and in non-official circles gener- 
ally it is hoped not. ‘There is no ex- 
pectation of a sudden rupture with e 
reversion to the conditions which pre- 
ceded the truce.- It is hoped that the 
difl fiereann will react to the popular 
enthusiasm over the truce and that next 
Tuesday's’ meeting will recognize the 
possibilities of the situation.

Dublin Fears It’s the End. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 14 (Associated Press)— 
The” correspondence between David 
Lloyd George and Eamon dg Valera was 
published in Dublin today. In high Sinn 
Fein quarters the opinion was expressed 
that unless something unforeseen hap- 
pened there would be a breakdown in 
the negotiations whjch it had been hoped 
would bring peace to Ireland and that in \ 
such a contingency the truce now ex- 
isting would end and renewed warfare 
would speedily follow. 

The Dail Eireann Cabinet has already 
drawn up its reply to Mr. Lloyd George’s 
letter to Mr. de Valera. This will be 
submitted to the Dail Eireann on Tues- 
day. It is reported that it will consti- 
tute a restatement of de Valera’s pre- 
vious demand for the complete separa- 
tion of Ireland from the empire. 

The text of the document difZers wide- 
ly from what the public had been led 
by forecasts of the terms to expact. It 
had generally been supposed from de 
Valera’s willingness to submit the Gov- 
ernment’'s -proposals to his Cabinet that 
he was ready for a compromise. His 
letter, however, is regarded as a re- 
statement in the fullest form of Ire- 
land’s demand of the right of self-de- 
terfination and a denial of any claim 
on the part of Ulster to a separate bar- 
gain with Great Britain.

STATEMENT TO PUBLISHERS | 


Postmaster Genera! Explains Volks- 
zeitung Ruling—wWill Enforce 
Regulatory Statutes.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Postmaster 
General Hays today addressed a state- 
ment to newspaper publishers and 
editors of the United States concerning 
his action in readmitting The New York 
Volkszeitung to second. class, or 1.ews- 
paper rate, maid privileges. Mr. Hays 
states that he will not allow himself

‘‘The hopelessly tangled financial 
situation of the United States Mail 
Steamship Company and of the Mayers 
was known to the board when it under- 
took the retake of the ships on July 22. 
The board was advised by its own coun- 
gel and by eminent outside counsel that 
it could surely get possession of the ships 
by filing a possessory libel. There can 
be no doubt that under the possessory 


» {bel procedure the Shipping Board could 


have gotten its ships back, but such pro- 
cedure, counsel also advised, would tle 
the ships up indefinitely. 

“The board was unwilling,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ to take any action, even that 
which insured its legal rights, which 
might take these stars of its fleet even 
temporarily off the seas. Immediately 
the United States Mail went into court 
the board refrained from making public 
gtatements in the hope that the Mayers 
would come to their senses in the full 
ealization of the financial difficulties 

which they had involved themselves 
and in good conscience act as good 
Americans and return the ships to their 
rightful owners, the United States Ship- 
ping Board, at the same time. 

“On July 22 we knew the United 
States Meil was insolvent, and the action 
we took, fae from being the cause‘ of 
the company’s later embarrassment, was 
taken because we felt, with our knowl- 
edge, we were not justified in permitting 
innocent creditors to be further duped.”’ 


Mr. Lasker's Statement. 


Mr. Lasker's prepared statement fol- 
lows: 

‘““The Shipping Board’s answer and 
counterclaim against the United States 
Mail Steamship Company, Inc., will be 
filed tomorrow morning in the Federal 
Court. The Shipping Board’s reasons 
for taking possession of the ships on 
July 22 are set forth in that answer and 
are summarized as follows: 

“The impelling reason was<knowledge’ 
that the company was insolvent. 

“Such insolvency not only endangered 
the existence of the sole American pas- 
senger fleet upon the North Atlantic 
Ocean capable of competing with es> 
tablished European lines, but threatened 
to pile up against the ships further 


large charges, besides those already 
centracted, whjch the new Shipping 
Board apprehended the Government in 
the end would be forced to pay. 

“In addition, the company had pur- 
sued and was pursuing a practice that 
could not be tolerated, that is of an in- 
solvent company selling tickets in ad- 
vance for passengers and accepting 
money for, future freight transportation, 
‘and diverting the money to other pur- 
poses without making any provision for 
the expenses of the voyages for which 
it was collected. 

“In other words, the company, having 
no fun ds of its own, and in order to

It could not 
permit the colors to be hauled down, 
nor could it permit interruptions and 
{embarrassment through creditors’ pro- 
ceedings, which 
produced intermittency in, and ultimate- 
ly complete stoppage of, sailings. 

“The studious examination made of 


new board gave to the history and actu- 
al financial con@jtion of the United 
States Mail from the inception of its re- 
lations with former boards established 
that a point had been reached where 
inaction would be fatal to the main- 
tenance of an American transatlantic 
passenger fleet. 

‘“The new board could be guided only 
by the facts as It knew them, and those 
| facts proved that the United States Mail 

had never been able to finance even 
remotely the contract it had under- 
teken; that because of this inability it 
had sought constantly to shift to the 
board the financial and other obliga- 
tions it had voluntarily assumed; that 
it was entangled in a morass of debt; 
that the patience of its private creditors 
had’ become exhausted: that it was re- 
sorting to every ‘expedient it could devise 
to evade payments overdue to the Gov- 
ernment; and that, in short, it could 
not command the financial resources 
which were essential, first, to pay its 
debts; second, to run the limited number 
cf vessels It had placed in service, and 
tiird, to increase that number by put- 
ting in condition the additional vessels 
which it had agreed to operate. 


Relations with Former Boards. @ 


““The history of the relations of for- 
mer boards with the United States Mail 
and its guarantor of the contract, an- 
other Mayer conrolled corporation, is 
illuminating in this connection. Numer- 
our and fruitless attempts were made by 
those Boards to obtain information as 
to the capitalization and financial re- 





sponsibility of both the company and’ 


the guarantor. ~The company and the 
guarantor refused to disclose their réal 
resources. When the originad contract 
was uner negotiation in the Spring of 
1920, Mr. .Charles (‘Judge’) Mager, 


who acted as representative of the com- 
pany, gave on oral assurance that it 
was ready to invest ten million dollars 
in reconditioning the vessels. That con- 
tract was signed on May 28, 1920. On 
July 13, 1920, Mr. Mayer told the board: 

““*T won’t say we won't get any 
money out of them (bankers) but you 
can’t get money now.’ 

“On Aug. 2, 1920, Mr. Mayer repeated 
his original assurance in these words: 

““*T am perfectly willing, as I said in 
the beginning, I am perfectly willing, 
@nd I have got the money, and I have 
my consolidated balance sheet here. I 
am perfectly willing to lose $10,000,000 
in this business; perfectly willing to do 
that to keep this flag on the seas, but I 


need help.’ 

‘“‘ Neither the old board nor the new 
board /was ever able to find any trace 
of the large amount of money about 
which Mr. Mayer talked so glibly; it 
was a mythical sum so far as the rec- 
ords or any expenditures actually made 
by the company show. As a matter of 
fact, no actual cash was ever paid, by 
the United States Mail into its treasury. 
The old board was shown a statement

e‘‘The Shipping Board constantly 
sought. to obtain from the company in- 
formation as to its financial ability to 
eexcute the obligations atcepted by it, 
and also to examine its books in order to 
ascertain the financial results of the 
operation of the board’s vessels rented 
to it. But the information was with- 
held, and the audit was never per- 
mitted. 

*‘In addition to the chartered (rent- 
ed) vessels, three ships were allocated 
to the United States Mail, and by the 
terms of the allocation the Shipping 
Board agreed to pay the entire cost of 
operation and to give to the company a 
commission for its services. ‘The com- 
pany gave every facility for the audit 
of the accounts of these ships in order 
that it might promptly obtain its com- 
mission; and it did receive a total com- 
mission of over $50,000. But, as stated 
above, the willingness for audit did not 
extend to the chartered ships, and the 
Board was purposely kept in ignorance 
by the company as to the condition of 
the books with respect to such ehips. 


Wontract With Former Board. 


‘““The contract between the United 
States Mail and the former Shipping 
board was purposely kept in ignorance 
ferences and negotiations between the 
board and Charles Mayer, during which 
the latter dwelt largely upon his purpose 
to put the flag upon the North At- 
lantic’ and his willingness. to spend $10,- 
000,000, which he claimed he had at 
hand for the purpose. 

‘“‘The contract called for the delivery 
by the board to the cpmpany of fifteen 
former German passenger vessels which 
the United States had seized during the 
war. These vessels were: America, 
George Washington, Mount Vernon, 
Agamemnon, President Grant, Susque- 


banna, Princess Matoika, Pocahontas, 
Potomac (formerly Antigone), Amphion, 
Freedom, Callao, Aeolus, Huron and 
Madewaska. 

‘* As the vessels had been gutted dur- 
ing the war in order to be used as trans- 
ports, the Shipping Board and the com- 
pany knew that a great deal of money 
would have to be expended to put them 
in condition for passenger service. This 
work is technically called reconditioning. 
The company agreed not only to pay alr 
expense of manning, equipping and oper- 
ating the vessels, but also to pay ‘all 
the costs of such reconditioning, and to 
charter (rent) the vessels for five years, 
at ¢he end of which time the Shipping 
Board agreed to take gback the vessels 
and pay the company 62%4 per cent. of 
the amount the company had spent on 
reconditioning or to sell the ships to 
the company and deduct from the sale 
price a large part of the reconditioning 
expense.

‘“‘Immediately after the contract was

‘““The Aeolus, Huron and Madawaska 
never became deliverable under the con- 
tract. The company refused to accept 
delivery of the”’Callac, which was in vio- 
lation of the, contract.

completely with respect to the Amphion, 
Freedom, Mount Vernon, Agamemnon 
and President Grant, and even refused 
to sign charter parties for the three 
last named vessels, although in posses- 
sion thereof, and those vessels, among 
the finest inthe fleet, have never 
turned a wheel. 

‘The United States Mail default did 
not lie alone in failure to sign charter 
parties or to recondition. The company 
was under obligation to bear all ex- 
penses after delivery, yet the Shipping 
Board was forced to pay more than 
$58,000 for crew wages, food supplies 
and repairs in order to prevent the 
Susquehanna, Pocahontas, President 
Grant and Amphion from being libeled. 


Says Supplies Were Not Paid For. 


““No part of this sum has ever been 
repaid.. Moreover, when the Shipping 
Board delivered the ships to the com- 
pany, there were fuel and consumable 
stores aboard, valued at more than 
$265,000, for which the company agreed 
to pay; but the company used the. fuel 


and stores and has not paid one cent 
for them. The company also received 
from the Shipping Board more than 
$100,000 worth of material which the 
board had in its arious warehouses 
and supply depots. ‘This material, in- 
tended for use -in reconditioning, like- 
wise has not been paid for. 

‘“There are certain reconditioning bills 
contracted by the United States Mail, 
amounting to more than $500,000, which 
it has not paid, and could not pay, and 
for which claims will be made against 
the Shipping Board. 

‘The company could not even pay 
for voyage repairs on ships it has been 
operating, which have amounted to 
more than $100,000 and for which the 
ships have been or will be seized, and 
the Shipping Board will in all proba- 
bility have to pay a further sum of 
more than $100,000 to prevent its ships 
being sold to satisfy the contractors. 

‘*The company could not, or at least 
did not, pay its bills for supplies, in- 
cluding coal, meat, butter and eggs, 
amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

“The Shipping Board is also informed 
that the company has, in one way or 
another, incurred enormous debts of 
various kinds in Burope, and that its 
European creditors have instigated pro- 
ceedings, and, in one instance, have al- 
ready seized one of the ships (Poca- 
hontas) in satisfaction of those foreign 
debts. 

““The company ‘cannot pay such debts 
nor even ve’ bond by which release 
could be ‘secured, an the Shipping

ynportant consideration is the quantity | 
of ore as determined by fhe size and ex- 
tent of the ore body ‘ore deposit.’ | 
The value of an ore deposit is deter-| 
mined by the following. factors: The} 
size of the ore body—that is, the amount! 
of ore; the metal content of the ore; the | 
net return per ton of ore practically ob- | 
| tainaple—that is, the difference between | 
the - value and the tOtal cost per} 
| ton mining and treatment. | 
It is the common experience in Ameri- | 
can mining that the first factor, the size | 
|} of the ore body or the amount of ore | 
available, frequently fails to receive 
proper consideration. At the beginning |

|fore, no wires or exposed connections 
whatever are taken inside the shed. All

AS CROWDER STAYS 


Newspapers Are Critical, One 
Calling His Continued Pres- 
ence a Potential Menace. 


ZAYAS MAKES STATEMENT 


Opinions Attributed to General 


Referred to State Department, 
While He Remains Silent.

HAVANA, Aug. 14.—Dr. José Manuel 
Cortina, secretary to the President, has 
issued from the National Palace an of- 
clal statement in behalf of President 
Zayas explaining the action by this Gov- 
ernment toward statements attributed 
to Major General Crowder in the press 
of the United States. This statement | 
says: 

‘The honorable President of the re- 
public has received throgh the Secre- 
tary of State a cable from Dr. Manuel 
Cespedes, Cuban Minister to the United 
States. This stated that in view of a 
cable published in The Washington Post 
relating to one of General Crowder's 
reports in which are attributed opinions 
and statements completely in disaccord 





With his ideas which are publicly known } 
with the independence and } 
sovereigity of our republic, he interro- 
gated the State Department and was 
told that if it is a fact that General | 
Crowder has sent an extensive and im- | 
portant report, the report does not con- j 
tain the statements attributed to it in| 
The Washington Post. The Cuban Min- 
ister has then suggested that the State 
Department confradict the published 
cable. He wac told that as the state- | 
ments in the cable were not attributed | 
directly to General Crowder, the State | 
Department could not take any notice of 
it, but that undoubtedly as soon as Gen- 
eral Crowder learned of the report he 
would disavow it.’’ 

» Maj. Gen. Crowder has made no state- 
ment here since the publication referreg 
to. His presence in Cuba has become 
the subject of discussion in the Cuban 
press upon several occasiohs. The re- 
cent publication in the * United States | 
of alleged extracts and summaries of 
some of General Crowder’s reports has 
revived this. 

La Lucha publishes an editorial on its 
English page entitled ‘‘ The Potential 
Menaces,’’ in which it says: 

‘““We still in General Crowder’s 
presence in Cuba, given the apparently 
unlimited powers with which he has 
been vested by the American State De- 
partment, a potential menace, vague 
though it be, despite his past and pres- 
ent valuable services to our country— 
services that we neither forget nor be- 
little--and despite his encouragnig 
promises—promises that we-in common 
with the rest of the Cubans accept as 
sincere and appreciate at their true 
worth. While the General remains here 
his mission will be exploited by schem- 
ing politicians and the disreputable 
financial elements identified in motives 
and purposes with them for maintaining 
the public spirit in a statesof perennial 
mistrust and intranquility, with the view 
of thus achieving the ends favorable 
to their questionable interests and at- 
tiitude, rendered possible through Mr. 
“vowder’s unwillingness te either con- 
firm or refute any opinions or state- 
ments publicly ascribed to him in re- 
gard to the problems upon whose solu- 
(ion depends the survival of our nas« 
ticnality. His systematic silence may 
be discreet, may be diplomatic, but, as 
experience has shown, is susceptible of | 
false and actually alarming interpre- 
tations, as he must himself have real- 
ized by this time. And in saying this 
we do not want to be understood as | 
giving any advice to the General. We 
are simply pointing out an evident and |} 
lamentable fact.’’

Initial interest in this ‘production is 
aroused by the fact that it, is “the first 
motion picture to be directed by Pen- 
rhyn Stanlaws, the painter. Those who 
believe in a pictorial, rather than a 
verbal, screen dre hopeful whenever 2 
man whose work hds been with pic- 
tures becomes a cinema composer or 
director. They feel that more is to 
be expected from such a one than from 
one whose business ,has been writing. 
Many persons will examine Mr. Stan- 
laws’s first production with friendly 
interest, therefore. They will seek in 
it evidence to support teeir faith in 
@ pictorial screen. 

But they will have to find the evi- 
dence else have found it 


vhere—as they 
in the past and will again in the fu- 


ture. For ‘‘ At the End of the World”’ 
is disappointing. 

No one photoplay can materially 
strengthen or weaken any fundamental 
theory of cinematography, of course, 


and it is ebviously unfair to judge Mr. 
Stanlaws’s ability as a director by his 
first production, so those who hold 
that a photoplay should’ be composed 
of motion pictures are in as strong 4) 
position as ever, and Mr. Stanlaws is 
free to go ahead and~show what he 
can do in the future. That leaves ‘“ Af 
the End of the World ’’ cut loose, with- 
out. any important connection. it’s just 
another movie in the market. 

Still, it fs interesting to notice some 
of Ms characteristics. Pictorially it is 
marked chiefly by crowded, badly-com- 
posed scenes and poor lighting, Most 
of its action takes place in China, where 
ornate settings and jams-ef people seem 
the natural order, but Mr. Stanlaws has 
departed even further from the ideal 
of simplicity and restraint than was 
necessary. And later scenes are in and 
about a lighthouse on an island far out 
at sea, where, surely, impressively sim- 
ple pictures might have been composed. 
But they exist only in the minds of 
spectators wishing for them. 

Skillful lighting might have saved some 
of these jumbled scenes, but it is sel- 
dom that. an effect is accomplished by 
high-lights and shadows suggestively 
related. Usually the high-lights are 
eT They hurt the eyes. KE aces are 
burned up, so that they seem more like 
incandescent globes than human coun- 
tenances. The shadows serve only to 
intensify the already intense illumina- 
tion.. And a few of the scenes are 
cinematographic, pictorially expressive. 
They are just animated photographs— 
meaningless without the words trailing 
after them. 

Sometimes, indeed, a scene 
come expressive, usually. through the 
pantomime of one of the players, and 
almost invariably the effect is spoiled 
by the interruption of superfluous 
words. Betty Cempson has the leading 
role. Now Miss Compson, the _ well- 
remembered heroine of ‘‘ The Miracle 
Man,’ is one of the most capable 
actresses on the screen. She has a spe-}| 
cial aptitude for facial expression. | 
There is the strength of subtlety in her} 
work. She does not merely pose ofr} 
grimace while the cameraman cranks} 
and the director veils, “Hold it.” But 
her ability does her little good in this 
picture. When her face is not burned 
up by strong lights so that it is impos- 
sible to .catch its shades of expression, 
words are thrown in to tell the_spec- 
tators that she is thinking this, that 
or the other thing.

Foreign coun- 
tries, like our own, have had to 
struggle out of a situation created by 
rash entanglements in credit on a fic- 
titious scale of prices, and with them 
there has been no such solid under- 
pinning of unimpaired wealth and a 
sound banking and currency system 
as exist in the United States. Recov- 
ery in this European situation is very 
slow; naturally the more so because 
the movement of events went so far 
in the wrong direction during the year 
after the armistice. We are likely to 
be well advanced into 1922 before a 
genuine forward movement in those 
countries can be an influence on our 
own situation. 

In the meantime, our foreign trade 
presents a not uninteresting object 
lesson. Europe is poor, America is 
rich; by the preconceived theories at 
Washington, Europe should even now 
be ‘submerging our mankets with com- 
petitive imports. The European na- 
tions have not only the inducement 
of-poverty and necessity, but the con- 
stantly alleged advantage of so great 
depreciation of their currencies in our 
exchange market that they can name.
